W ashington, Feb. ll.—In the House 
Tuesday a bill was passed increasing to 
$100 a month the pension of the widow 
of General Custer. 
Tile army and pen­ 
sion appropriation bills were sent to 
conference. 
Mr. Abbott (Tex.), from 
the committee on 
public buildings 
and 
grounds, 
reported 
back 
the 
bill 
providing 
for 
an 
ex­ 
tension 
of 
the 
public 
building 
at Dallas, Tex., at a cost of $200,- 
000. 
This bill passed Congress last 
session, but was vetoed by the Presi­ 
dent. 
Tho recommendation of 
the 
committee is that the bill be passed 
over the veto, 
d he bill was passed— 
yeas, 141; na3Ts, OO—the necessary two- 
thirds voting in the affirmative. 
The 
House then went into committee of the 
whole, Mr. Dingley (Me.) in the chair, 
on the legislative appropriation bilL 
In tile general debate the Barrundia 
case was revived by Mr. Dalzell (Pa.), 
who defended the action of Commander 
Reiter. 
The public reprimand which 
was administered to Commander Reiter 
by the .Secretary of the Navy, he said, 
was unwarranted and unjust. 
A na­ 
val 
officer had 
been degraded by 
a 
public 
reprimand 
without 
the 
intervention of a court-martial. 
The 
letter of the Secretary was an open, 
public reprimand of a naval officer of 
heretofore unquestionable courage and 
fidelity to duty. It had placed a stigma 
on his name and a blight on his career. 
It took from him his dearest possession 
and from his children their richest in­ 
heritance. 
To 
Commander Reiter’a 
demand 
for 
a 
court-martial 
case 
eamo the 
reply 
that 
his demand 
showed Ii is ignorance of naval disci­ 
pline. 
Could it be that an honorable 
officer who had faithfully served his 
country for many years was to be de­ 
graded and disgraced by the dictum of 
an official whose career began yester­ 
day and might (in the mutations of poli­ 
tics) end to-morrow? 
If it could be 
so it is high time that there should 
be some legislation on this subject. 
The 
Secretary 
had 
exceeded 
his 
power and done a wrong that called for 
redress, fo r I cir rn an der Reiter to have 
complied with the rule laid dowr\ by 
the Secretary of the Navy would have 
been to violate the general practice 
among the Spanish-American States 
and tin* well-recognized principles of 
international law. 
He (Mr. Dalzell) 
affirmed that Guatemala had a right 
to arrest Barrundia while on board 
the Acapulco. 
Was there, he asked, 
one law to be followed when we faced 
the flag of little Guatemala and another 
law’ to be followed when we faced 
the lion of Great Britain, the lilies 
of I* ranee or the lordly ensign of 
imperial Germany?

iignificant. 
ThWglory of the Ameri­

Those who feared disgrace to 
the country’s flag a-* a result from fail­ 
ure of a United States officer to play 
the part of a bully in defiance of law 
failed utterly to appreciate wherein tile 
true glory of the State consisted. They 
would sow tho seed that some day or 
other would blossom into a bloody war, 
without glory to us, or would ripen 
into the fruit of National humiliation 
and disgrace. 
[ Applause.] 
Messrs. Lodge (Mass.) and Dolliver 
(la.) defended the action of the Secre­ 
tary of the Navy, and Mr. Boutelle 
(Me.) spoke in condemnation thereof. 
Without disposing of the bill the com­ 
mittee rose anti the House adjourned. 
SENATE. 
Washington, Feb. l l .—The Senate 
appointed a conference committee on 
the fortifications bill; alsoon the House 
bill to revise the w ages of certain em­ 
ployes in the Government Printing Of­ 
fice which was taken up and passed 
with a substitute providing that all 
night em ployes be paid 20 per cent. in 
addition to the am ount paid for day 
labor. 
The naval 
appropriation bill was 
then taken up and Senator Hale (Me.) 
made a statement as to its provisions. 
The first amendment reported from the 
committee on appropriations was the 
following:

INHUMAN TREATMENT. 


L o n d o n , Feb. ll.—The S t Peters­ 
burg correspondent of the Daily Tele­ 
graph of this city telegraphs from S t 
Petersburg important facts in connec­ 
tion with the possible return by th© 
Czar without comment of the Guildhall 
memorial in favor of the unfortunate, 
suffering Hebrews of Russia. 
British sj’mpathy, he says, has ag­ 
gravated tile Jew s’ hard lot, which was 
already so wretched that it seemed im­ 
possible for it to be worse. 
Yet the 
prov.ncial Governors have redoubled 
the severity of the laws. 
Where the 
statutes were inapplicable 
the Gov­ 
ernors 
have 
issued 
circulars 
and 
ukases to replace them. The Jew s bit­ 
terly regret the British well-meaning 
but 
injudicious 
zeal 
which 
has 
exasperated instead of soothed the 
Russian Emperor. 
The daily^ severities 
practiced against the families of unof­ 
fending 
men. 
women 
and 
chil­ 
dren 
are 
incredible 
and wan­ 
ton. 
Russia’s 
reply 
to 
the 
Lord 
M ayors 
respectful 
petition 
consists of secret circulars ordering 
her officials to rigorously administer 
the anti-Semitic laws, and to supply 
the legal deficiency by their own de­ 
cisions harmonious with the Govern­ 
ment’s intolerant spirit. 
The Poles 
after the rebellion of 1864 were less 
cruelly and less inhumanly treated thaji 
the Jews after the London indignation 
meeting. 
General Gurke, Governor of Warsaw, 
has issued a circular regulating how 
Jewish recruits are to be brought for 
medical inspection. The Jews, through 
the wretched lives they are forced to 
live, 
are physically degenerate and 
become 
a 
most 
striking 
embodi­ 
ment of human life continuing in 
spite of a gradual decay 
of 
the 
vital functions. 
The majority of the 
Jewish recruits are found to be unfit 
for service. 
In the event of Christians 
being found unfit to perform the duties 
of 
a soldier they 
are 
sent home 
and are finally released from mili­ 
tary service. 
The 
Jewish recruits, 
on the other hand, are worried to 
death. 
They are sent 
home and 
are subject during a period of three 
years to be recalled at any moment. 
The recruit consequently returns to his 
home, hundreds of railes away, re­ 
sumes his occupation and a month later 
is suddenly ordered to reappear for 
medical examination. 
This process is 
repeated at intervals of a few months 
during three years. 
General Gurke considers this method. 
to be insufficient, as it leaves the Jew ­ 
ish conscript the option of t r a n s p o r tin g 
himself on foot or otherwise to the 
town where the medical committee 
sits, and 
gives 
him a 
dangerous 
liberty 
and 
opportunity 
to 
simu­ 
late 
illness. 
The 
result 
is 
that 
henceforth the police are ordered to 
convey the Jews on foot to the town 
where the committee sits. 
The police 
are to arrest and imprison recruits un­ 
til the convict gang arrives, with which 
they are to proceed to the next prison 
in company with murderers and the 
dregs of society until they reach their 
destination. 
Young men beginning life are subject 
to a repetition of this process during 
three years, until the youth wishes 
him self a soldier, serf or galley slave 
to save him self from the society of 
murderers and thieves, who, while the 
Jewish recruits are in their gang, have 
the power of life or death over them, 
can blackmail them, whip them, maim, 
even kill them, with impunity. 
The 
victims 
are 
frequently 
in delicate 
health, and inclucie consumptives, who, 
the Russian doctors declare, are unable 
to bear the hardships 
of 
military 
service. 
Englishmen are prone to believe that 
the Czar does not know the enormities 
perpetrated in his name. 
The truth is 
that the Czar knows enough to convince 
him that the Jew s are more cruelly 
treated than horses, kine or swine, 
which are cared for as the gifts of God. 
A number of eminent Russian literary 
men recently addressed a declaration to 
the public and to journalists asking 
them to remember that the Jews were 
human beings. 
The Government re­ 
fused to allow the declaration to be 
published. Thereupon people exclaimed 
that if the Czar knew it he would re­ 
scind the order. 
A personal friend of 
the Czar recently laid the document be­ 
fore him, with an humble letter from the 
authors asking for permission to pub­ 
lish it. 
The Czar read both papers and 
then flung them away.

“ How much is a wagon load of to­ 
bacco worth ? ” 
“ Fifty dollars.”

One dealer paid out three thousand 
dollars this morning before ten o’clock, 
and the way the growers are bringing in 
the tobacco it looks as though thst sum 
would be more 
than double before 
night.” 
‘ I wish the business meD, especially 
the capite lists of the city, woald get to­ 
gether and build a large and convenient 
warehouse to rent to the eastern buyers. 
A good, modern warebouce, could be 
built for eight cr ten thousand dollars 
divided up by fire wails, and rented to 
eastern parties eo that it would bring in 
at least five per cent to the investors, 
Bach a warehonse boil! in close proxim­ 
ity to the railway tacks, and eurrounded 
by water mains and fire hydrants, woald 
induce many of the eastern tobacco men 
to come here and store their tobacco. It 
would greatly reduce insurance rates, 
which is quite an important item with 
tobaooo men. Not only this, but the city 
should reap a great benefit, We now 
employ about six Lundred bands in sort­ 
ing tobacco in the local warehouses.Ed­ 
gerton, with scarcely any fire protection 
and high insurance rates, employ about 
nine hundred bands in their sortiog 
rooms. 
There 
is 
no 
reason 
why 
Janesville 
should 
nut 
have 
at least one thousand or twelve hundred 
hands employed dating the winter sea­ 
son in the sorting room?. 
“Tobacco men, especially the eastern 
buyers, will surely corno h|re if such in­ 
ducements as I have suggested sre of­ 
fered, aud I believe it would be a pro­ 
fitable investment for our business men 
to make. Of course, they must cot ex­ 
pect to make a mint of money from the 
rent of such a warehouse, but you see it 
would make Janesville the center of the 
tobacoo district, and the vast sums of 
money distributed or paid out bere would 
be cf benefit to every class of business or 
trade. I hope seme enterprising men 
will take hold of this warehouse question 
and push it to the front the cGmrag sea­ 
son, so that by next fall Janesville will 
be in shape to offer inducements to the 
eastern buyers that they will not de­ 
cline.”
